I he Brazos River I ransmission Electric Cooperative, which is financed 
by Federal funds through RFA at Wa%hington, now purchases from the 
Brazos River Conservation and Reclamation District, an agency of the 
State of Texas, for $203,925 per year the output of the Morris Sheppard 


Dam. For four years the Texas Power & Light Company has purchased 
from the Brazos River Transmission Electric Cooperative all but a frac­ 
tional part of tfi( Morris Sheppard Dam electric power output. In turn, 
Texas Power & I iglu ( ompany has sold power to the Rf A Distribution 
Cooperatives at rates lower than those of the Tennessee Valley Authority 
for this type of service, and at lower rates than it ss reported the Brazos 
I ransmission I kame Cooperative w ill he able to make available to the 
same RFA Distribution Cooperatives after its plans are carried out. 


The RFA Distribution Cooperatives are doing a constructive job in 


m a k i n g service a v a i l a b l e to f a r m e r s in rural areas, but there is no need 


f o r the I ransmission Cooperative. It does not and never has served 
directly any farmers and has not met any constructive need that could 
not he met better and more economically by existing facilities.

I he few cases of inadequate service are due to the elec­ 
trical losses in the vers long lines of the REA Distribution Cooperatives. 
I he remedy is additional points of delivery from the Company’s system 
to shorten the distances between the power sources and the ultimate 
customers. Dozens of such additional points of delivery have been made 
available and others offered. The almost unlimited number of delivery 
points that can he made available from more titan 13,000 miles of Com­ 
pany owned electric lines represents a great advantage to the RFA Dis­ 
tribution Cooperatives as compared to the service that would be offered 
from the limited facilities of the Transmission Cooperative. 


3. The Transmission Cooperative claims, " 7 here is a growing 
need o f the Cooperatives to receive service from a system designed 
solely fo r the purpose o f stru n g rural loads,” 


THE FACT: Since 1913, the Texas Power & Light Company has 
pioneered in the extension o f rural service in Texas. Separate, small­ 
scale generating and transmission systems such as the Brazos Transmis­ 
sion ( ((operative proposes cannot be constructed economically to serve 
only ru ra l customers. 


4. The Transmission Cooperative claims, "The (Brazos Trans­ 
m ission) C ooperative feels that it w ould be violating every public trust 
ti posed in it b\ tin Brazos Rut / Reclamation and ( ousen adon District 
if it renew ed the TP& L contract.” 


THE FACT: At a time when the public debt is at the present stag­ 
gering total, there appears to be no violation of public trust nor any thing 
contrary in the public interest in saving eight million dollars or more of 
Federal funds, when through such a saving a plan is utilized that brings 
to the farmers of Texas better electric service at lower costs to them.

THE FACT: I he Texas Power & Fight Company’s present low rates 
to the REA Distribution Cooperatives are thg result of direct negotia­ 
tions with the Rural Electrification Administration at Washington, and 
with the local REA Distribution Cooperatives. The Transmission Co­ 
operative has never had any part in this rate program. 


President Truman Urges R E A Spending Be Held D o w n . . . 


President Truman has stated that "T h e Federal Government should not 


compete with private industry for scarce materials, neither should it 


compete in any area for scarce labor. To do so is to add to inflationary 


pressures and, in effect, to retard reconversion.. . . In view of the impor­ 


tance of curtailing Federal expenditures to decrease inflationary pres­ 


sures, and in view of the magnitude of the Federal financial participation 


in the Rural Electrification Administration program, it is important that 


expenditures for this program also be held to a minimum.” Under such 


an admonition it certainly appears the part of prudence to w ithhold such 


expenditures as above described which will not bring any financial ad­ 


vantage to the REA Distribution Cooperatives. 


This m essage is published for your inform ation, with the thought that the 


citizens a n d users of electric p ow er w ho will be affected hove a right to 
know the facts and should be inform ed re g a rd in g this matter. 


Hie Texas Power & Light Company has offered, voluntarily and in 
good faith, new contracts similar to those under which for four years 
it has purchased electru power generated .it flu M o r r i s Sheppard Dam 
on the Brazos River, and has adequately and economically delivered 
electric power to RFA Distribution Cooperatives at rates that are among 
the low est in the nation. I his offer has been refused in favor of new 
Federal expenditures for the construction of unneeded, competitive 
power facilities, which will undoubtedly result in higher rates to the 
RFA Distribution Cooperatives and will serve N O T O N E farmer that 
would not otherwise be served. The funds that would be required for 
building unnecessary duplicate facilities should be used to build distri­ 
bution lines to make electric service available to a greater number of 
Texas farmers.
